HINTS ON* READING. 

Library muttony aa lajrurloue to the 
Mind .a Too Much Feeding la to tlte 

Body. 

Tho readers Coleridge has divided 
into four classos. Ilesays: "Tho,Gr*t 
class of readers may be compared to an 
hour-glass, Lheir reading being as tlu 
sand; It runs in and runs out nniMeaves 
nol a vestigu behind. A second class 
resembles a sponge, which imbibes 
every thing and returns it in nearly 
the aamu state. A third class is like i 
Jelly-bag, which allows all that is pun 
to pass away, and retains only the ro 
fine and dregs. The fourth class may 
be compared to tlio slave of (iolcond 
who. Mating aside all that is worthless 
preserves only the port) _gems." It is 
to be feared that in the present day the 
greatest number of readers belong to 
the first of theso classes. Tho amount 
read is something almost fabnlnus. but 
the results are comparatively trilling. 
Volume after volume is pcriised; pam- 
phlets and papers are mentally 
►limed, bnt the stores of knowledge are 
not perceptibly increased. This charge 
lies only against those who read secular 
works', "It applies to too great an extent 
to those who road thu Scriptures and 
other treatises upon things divine. 
Lord Hacon once said that "reading 
makes a full man." Ho could not havo 
meant the kind of reading that Is now 
too prevalent Tho omnivorous readers 
the roaders who skim through page 
after page; the buttcrflv readers, w 
tasto some flowers of literature here 
and there, but never settlo down to a 
resolute extraction of tho swoets, are 
found at tho year's end, aftor all their 
reading, not mure "full" intellectually, 
but often more foolish than before. 
Why is this* Hecauso in these expross 
days the reading has been dono as 
qiuckly as possiblo, and becausu what 
is read ono hour is buried beneath a 
huap of multifarious matter tho noxt 
hour. Hut if a man read upon a pru- 
dont plan, if ho digest what ho mentally 
reooivos, his reading will bocomo a 
delightful sourco of vory extensive in- 
formation and sound wisdom. 

Heading should bo in moderation. 
It is possiblo to dovour wholo libraries 
and vet learn nothing. It is said that 
Miss Marlinuau ofton read in one hour 
no more titan a single pago of a good 
book. An eminent divine, an author, is 
said to havo had but three books— the 
Bible, Josephua' works and Cruden's 
Concordance. A colebratod French 
author being laughed at because of tho 
smallness of his library, replied: "Ah, 
when I wantod a book 1 mako it." On 
tlio other hand, Matlamo de Stael- 
Holstoin is said to havo devoured six 
hundred novels before she was fifteen 
years of ago, and to have road thoso 
six hundred in three months— on an 
average six eaoh dayl Louis XVI., 
while imprisoned for a period of live 
months and sovon days, read ono hun- 
dred and fifty soven volumes, or one 
book a day. Snch literary gluttony 
could have left little good result Too 
much reading is as injurious to tho 
mind as too much feeding is to the 
body.— The Quiver.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

The Remarkable Unity of Ills Oulw»re 
Kiprea.lnn With Ills Inward spirit. 

It is certainly a pity that "one of 
Plutarch's men" should havo had his 
life omitted by that biographer. The 
modern writer, who accouuts for his 
hero instead of representing him, and 
records, painstakingly, his diurnal do- 
ings in tho flesh in place of the experi- 
ence of his immortal past will not 
serve for a man of the old stamp. Plu- 
tarch had a specM sense for the sig- 
nillcant deeds and words in which 
greatness -resides, and happily, the 
rapid destruction of what was unessen- 
tial i- ven in the most famous careen 
made it easy for him towrito brief nar- 
ratives, so justly delineating living 
traits that he was tho Holbein of 
antjqultv. In our day, However, in- 
dividuality has well-nigh dropped | 
out of history and literary criti- I 
cisra altogether, and . seems to 
have taken refuge in notion. Where 
It used to bo Cato and liegultis it is 
Jean A'aljcan and Sir Galahad. The 
ideal in character, has beeoiuo in let- 
ter, a thing of tho Imagination; heuco 
arisos our comnvscraton for any Plu- 
tarchian who was born too lato. In 
tho caso of Lincoln, regret ought to 
reach some dogreo of poignancy, bo- 
causo not only was he distinguished 
by that gontiino and original quality of 
manhood which Mr. Lowell's phrase is 
meant to oppress, but remiuiscencos of 
hint are of the sort which Plutarch's 
method makes the most of; and truly, 
f one could gather up into a life of the 
brevity and succinctness of these age- 
worn chronicles what was capital in 
Li In's actions and characteristic in

coin possessed in remarkablo measure 
the kind of personality which Plutarch 
rendered most perfectly; for it is 
tho peculiarity of that old-style 
biographer uot to dissociate tho 
deed or word from its author, but to 
set it forth as tho truest ami most vital 
expression of the man's nature, so that 
at thu und one seems to remumbcr, not 
what the hero did or said, but what he 
was. This unity of the outward ex- 
pression with tho inward spirit, together 
with an ever -present sense of a domi- 
nant individuality, is constantly brought 
home to tho mind in any reading about 
Lincoln; whatever tho trait may be 
named— genuineness, originality, sin- 
cerity, directness — it pervaded his life; 
and so true is this that many a person 
who has had the opportunity of hearing 
of Lincoln from his companions in 
early circuit days, must have remarked 
that anecdotes concerning him then aro 
not less plentiful and characteristic 
than in thu stirring times of the war, 



DR. 8CHLIEMANN. 

neoollectlona of the Famous KiploMifl 
Life In Indiana'! Capital Clt/. 

In tho Indiana Stale Journal of April 
9,1809, is the official notice of a divorce 
filed by Honry Schliomann against 
Catherine Sehliemann. The com- 
plainant was Dr. Henry Schliomann, 
tho famous archtco'.ogicai explorer, and 
the circumstances surrounding the 
caso are of unusual interest, both from 
the fact of the principal hsving become 
so woll known since that time, and the 
real mtcrcst centered in tho peculiar 
rotations of Dr. Schliomann and hit 
wife, and the causes loading to the 
complaint. 

Mr. Oscar B. Hord, one of too attor- 
neys of the complainant, to whom Dr. 
Schliomann was well known, in speak- 
ing 8f the ease to a reporter, said 
"Tho grounds for divorce, as stated in 
' the complaint as I remember it, wag 
abandonment Mrs. Sehliemann was a 
Russian lady, and was in St. Peters- 
burg with their children at the time the 
divorce was granted. Sho was a de- 
voted adherent oKtho Greok Church, 
and wished to rear their family in its 
faith. Dr. Sehliemann married her 
wliil- a merchant in St. Petersburg, 
where he pa, rii il^ on a largo business. 
He was in every sense a cosmopolitan, 
and chafed under tho bonds of any 
croed or doctrine that prevonted the 
full development of thought or tho 
Intellect, and wished to bo held subser- 
vient to no laws of church or Stato. It 
was his desire to give his children tho 
benefit of a broad and liberal education, 
sucli as they might acquire by study 
and oxtensivo travel, and to this cud ho 
wished to take his family with him 



is 

little encouraged, and devoted* to the 
institutions other country and forms 
of her church, and perhaps nothing of 
a rotuarkablo woman, could not be in- 
duced to leave her native land, and 
moreover Insisted upon tlio children 
rocoiving education under the guidanco 
of tho Greek Church. This, 1 think, 
was tho real cause of the separation. 
During the wholo of the proceedings 
Dr. Sehliemann never dropped a word 
of disrespect toward his wife, and 
scorned to consider the affair as very 
unfortunate. Dr. Sehliemann sottlcd 
upon his wife and childron a certain 
amount of property— sufficient for a 
liberal income. He hoped that after 
obtaining the divorco ho would be ablo 
to get possession of the children and 
give them a good, liberal otlucation. 

"In personal appearance Dr. Schlle- 
BUUUI was a typical German— of low 
stature, heavy, closely-cut hair which 
was, inclined to stand in all directions, 



He seems always to havo been doing or an e n „ rm0 u8 head, a prominent noso, 
■aying aomething nQticoablo, from boy- 
hood. In consequence, tho amount of 
dotail respecting him which has sur- 
vived from a hundred perishable sources 
is very large; and, while it would bo 

fjossip if It related to another man, it 
s of very high interest In connection 
with him. Other men have been 
known to us by anocdole. such as Dr. 
Johnson; but much of the attractive- 
ness of Boswcll's narrative is due to 
the club, to the manners of tho time, 
and to tlio humors anil idiosyncrasies 
of the old doctor, while in Lincoln's 
case the charm is exclusively individual, 
and, moreover, owes nothing to erratic 
human nature, but all to a noble typo 
of manhood. And other men havo sur- 
vived by their sayings, such as Tallo- 
rand; hilt in him wisdom is the concen- 
trated craft of a cruel and selfish worldly 
class, while in Lincoln it is felt to be 
the plain truth sifted from the experi- 
ence of common life, anil with tho 
benoficonce as well as the validity of 
a provorb. In whatever way ono ap- 
proaches Lincoln, ho finds a man who 
did not merely impress himself upon his 
times by his talents, after tho manner 
of a great man, like Pitt or Mirabeau, 
but in a quito special way; ho is recog- 
nized as a now species of public man or 
world's hero. Whether thero is any 
justice in calling him "the first Amer- 
ican" may bo doubted, although In his 
charaoter he embodied tho excellences 
most prized in tho national ideal of 
manhood, with a singular pnrity and 
cloarnoss, and with an elevation that 
places him foremost in rank; but in an- 
other sonse ho is just as likely to be the 
last American, at least of his kind, be- 
cause, so far as thoro ia any truth in 
applying tho terms of physical scieuco 
to tho origin of spiritual character, ho 
was tho product of the transitory pio- 
neering stage in the settlement of tho 
continent, and was environed in his 
birtli and early manhood by conditions 
that pass away with "tho Border." 
This doos not interfere with the fact 
that Lincoln was a new type of Ameri- 
can, and distinctively a Westerner; or 
with our prefatory consideration, that 
his marked individuality and striking 
expression of himself, at every moment, 
mako him poctiliary tit for Plutarehian 
biography, which anus to present a man 
only in tho deeds and words in which 
Ids greatness was made manifest.— At- 
lantic Monthly. 



SELLING PRODUCE. 

Th. Heat Time for Ulapoalna; of Batt.l 
and Cheeae. 

The best timo to sell butter and 
cheese, and indood all farm produoe, is 
tho earliest dato at which it can be got 
In condition fot market Whoever 
holds butter or other perishable goods, 
holds them at a risk. Butter depred- 
ates from the moment it is made until 
it is consumed, and is always liablo to 
fluctuations in prico, which are as ofton 
against tho holder as in his favor, 
and ho is always losing tlio interest on 
Its value as long as ho holds it. Hold- 
ing for a higher price is one 
form of speculation— a business 
farmers have no occasion to 
indulge in. It is truo a rise in 
property may sometimes be foreseen, 
making it pretty safe to hold for a time, 
but when a dairyman would not think 
it wise or safe to buy butter or cheeso 
to hold for abetter price, he had better 
not hold his own. Tho fact that it 
turns out that ho might sometimes havo 
•done better by holding than by selling, 
when his goods are first ready for 
market. Is not a sufficient reason for 
his holding at another time, for tho 
chances will as often be against him as 
for him, and whichever way it is, ho 
muat always enduro the losses from 
injury, shrinkage, depreciation, waste 
and use of capital. Therefore, as a 
rule, wo say it is most prudent to sell 
always when produots aro roady for 
market, and most especially so with 
butter, which is always suffering from 
doprweiation in quality.— Xationltl Live* 
Stock Journal.

Ho was 
master of tho Gorman, Kngl'sh, French, 
Spanish, Portuguese, Swedish and Bus 
sian languages, and greatly devoted to 
the study of tho classics, especially 
Greok. 

"At tho time ho was in Indianapolis 
Dr. Schliomann was deeply interested 
In the study of Grocian antiquities, and 
would frequently oxpress his intention 
of making tho explorations which he 
has since made. Ho was a firm be- 
liever in a real Homer nnd a rsal Troy, 
and his rocont explorations seom to 
confirm his bolief. He was remark- 
ablo in conversation, and enjoyed tho 
companionship of frionds, although ho 
became but littlo acquainted in Indian- 
apolis. Ho used frequently to call at 
the office and talk interestingly upon 
the subjects he hail been giving special 
consideration. Ho invited mo many 
times to his house on Moblo street, but 
I never nccepted his invitations, for, 
think of the excruciating position in 
which a man would bo who would be 
compelled to sit and listen for hours to 
tlio wild speculations, as it was con- 
sidered then, of a theorist concerning 
the authorship of a collection of Groek 
poems, or a fabled city that was sup- 
posed to havo existed three thousand 
years ago, or, if it over did oxist, had 
been covered up for centuries. No 
matter how hard ono tried to koep him 
away from this subject ho would bring 
it forward sooner or later. 

"With all his learning he was yet 
modest and thought lightly of himself 
as a scholar. I remember of his once 
saying that he had travolcd about too 
much to keep up his studies, and that 
ho thought that wo professional men 
horo in Indianapolis wero certainly 
much better scholars than he, as wo 
had much leisure time which might bo 
given to study. As illustrating this 
point, ho onco brought me a book ot 
his, doseriptive of his travels through 
some of the Grocian States, printed in 
French, and in which he claimed to 
have discovered tho home of Ulysses, 
as seen by Homer, and seemed utterly 
surprised at my inability to road the 
work. 

"Dr. Sehliemann was a man of con- 
siderable wealth, having been engaged 
in some mercantile businoss of con- 
siderable importance in San Francisco 
before ho came to this city. Also in 
Fort Wayne, this Stato. Whilo in In- 
diannpofiB he made somo investments 
in stocks of different railroad com- 
panies, and owned somo proporty in 
the city, and perhaps still retains a 
part of the investments ho made whilo 
hero, ilia residence in Indianapolis 
covered about two years. Soon after 
obtaining tho divorce ho returned to 
Europe. " —Indianapolis Journal.

LIVING WITHOUT EATING. 

Th. Hovel Eiperlmenl Recently M»<l« by 
an Italian Gentlemen. 

Considerable interest has boen aroused 
in tlio scientific world here by a gontlo- 
man named Giovanni Succi. who pro- 
fesses to have discovered a liquor, a 
amall quantity of which will enable a 
man to fast for thirty days or oven two 
months at a timo. Ho has voluntarily 
submitted himself to tho survelllanco 
of a committee of vigilanco at Milan, 
somo members of which will novor 
leave him during tho thirty days and 
nights of his fast. As a mere feat of 
onduranco it will not oqual that per- 
formed by tho famous Dr. Tannor, but 
tho circumstances of tho case make it 
far more interesting to the medical and 
soientific world, inasmuch as Signor 
Sucol says that by tho aid of his elixir 
any ono cau do likowiso. He lately 
fastod fourteen days undor watch at 
Forll, and ono of the most singular 
points to be observed is that though he 
loses weight tho flesh taking rather a 
mummified appearanco and tho skin a 
reddish-yellow tinge, while tho pupils 
of the eyes are dilated, yet his muscu- 
lar force does not seem to be dimin- 
ished. 

Signor Succi ia forty-fivo years old, 
and until ten years ago was oinployod 
in a bank in Rome. In 1876 he wont 
to Constantinople, and thenco began-a 
long series of travels in Africa and the 
East, which led, as ho affirms, to his, 
discovery. He says ho made important 
treaties with some native princes, and 
socured coueossions— among others tho 
Island of Joannah, which ho wished to 
cede to the Italian Government on his 
roturn. No notice was taken of his 
repeated application to King aud Min- 
isters, as his accounts of his African 
treaties woro always accompanied by 
descriptions of the merits of his won- 
derful elixir and ho was judged to be 
mad. 

Ho was in fact during a short timo, 
shut up in the mad-house in Koine, but 
tho doctors wero fain to admit that he 
showed no signs of mental aberration 
and he was liberated. He has visited 
both North and South Africa, Arabia, 
Nubia, South America and Mada- 
gascar. He declares that tho horbs 
from which Ida liquor is extracted grow 
in Africa, but that thoy are also to po 
found in Italy. 

A woll-known Italian traveler with 
whom I spoke on tho subject is not dis- 
posed to pooh-pooh Succi's pretentions 
altogether, having, ho said, known tho 
Poruvian Indians and the Malays (the 
latter carrying burdens) to perform a 
maroh of sovoral days without food, 
merely chewing and rotaining in the 
hollow of tho cheek a loaf whioh thoy 
gathered, in which they rolled a small 
quantity of ashes and salt. At any 
rate, it is hero determined to sift the 
matter thoroughly. 

Sueci swallowed sixty grammes of his 
liquid at tho commencement of his 
fast and is to take nearly as much more 
about half way through" Ho also un- 
dertakes to swallow an emetio potion 
and doses of Hunyadi Janos water. In 
addition to the spring water which he 
will drink. He wiu also use a very 
small quantity of camphorated oil aa 
an external embrocaliou.— Home Cor.

She was sleeping 
with her sister, and tearing to disturb 
her by dressing in the room, she es- 
caped In her night dress, only putting 
on two cloaks hanging In the hall— a 
long newmarket and a sijal-skiii 
sacijue over it. In this rather scanty 
wardrobe for a cold night sho drove 
to Cynthiana, a distance of fourteen 
miles, arriving there iu time to take 
tho 9 a. m. train, which tonvcyed the 
couple to Indiana where they were 
speedily made one.

The territo- 
ry nhi.li Republican shrowdncss 
reckoned on as at least debatable 
ground has been carried for the Dem 
ocrats and Delegato Voorhecs by an 
Increased majority. Tbe machinery 
necessary for forming the state gov- 
ernment aud electing the United 
States senators can bo put into opera- 
tion very soon. By tho time the next 
congress meets two Democratic sena- 
tors rrom Iho stato or Washington 
can be in tho city or Washington 
ready to vote witlt their party. The 
senate would stand Democrats, thir 
ly-nluej Republicans, thirty-nine; 
thatitirtho wild Rlddlobergcr and 
tho uuruly Van Wyck can be kept 
in tho Republican lino, which is ex- 
ceedingly doubtrul."— Missouri Ro 
publican.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 



Washington, D. C, Nov. 22, '86. 
To the South Kb.ntiickian : 

The city has plunged from the ex 
citcment of liealetl political contests 
into deep mourning for the death of 
ex-President Arthur. It is safe to 
Hay that no President ever left the 
Executive chair with more and warm- 
er admirers at the center of;this 
political Government that did Ches- 
ter A. Aiihur, and few had as many. 
The receptions at the While House 
during his term were morn elaborate, 
elegant and on a grander scale than 
lias been known for many years he- 
fore, and ho received credit for eleva- 
ting 1 1 ii- ii i to that high standard suit- 
able to our foremost rank in the roll 
of nations, and which has been main- 
tained so well by his successor in of- 
fice. President Cleveland itiimedi- 
ately upon receipt of tho sad news 
gave orders that all the public build- 
ings, including the White House, be 
draped iu mourning for 30 days, and 
issued a proclamation conveying tlie 
sad intelligence to all the civilized 
world, and directing that Governient 
officials wherever located pay proper 
and customary marks of respect to 
the memory of the exalted dead. The 
Cabinet officers issued orders sua 
pending all official duties and closing 
the department buildings on the Jay 
of t he funeral. 

On last Monday the United Slates 
Supreme Court, in giving its opinion 
reversing the judgment of the Court 
of Claims and awarding the Choctaw 
Nation over $2,800,000, proceeded 
upon broad equitable principles, and 
condemned the course of tho Govern 
ment in resorting to technicalities to 
defeat the just claim of its wards. It 
said Ihat the strong and powerful 
ought to protect and defend the weak 
ami less civilized, instead of taking 
advantage of their lack. of learning 
and skill to cope with tho white man 
encroaching upon their reserved ter- 
ritory. Tho opinion was broad and 
On the highest plane of moral ethics, 
and was delivered by Mr. Justice 
Matthews for the court. The opin- 
ion was the most lengthy delivered 
by the court for many terms past, 
aiid was listened to with profound 
silence by the largo ti u tuber of coun- 
selors and spectators , present while 
heing read by tho Associate Justice. 

Ono of tho fortunate counsellor 
the Choctaws was Ward I,atiion who 
was Marshal ot the District of Co- 
lumbia under President Lincoln and 
who by virtue of his office placed a 
prominent part in official circles of 
thoso exciting days. The many warm 
Iriends here or the ex-Marshal were 
glad at the good fortune of their ge 
nial friend, and overwhelmed him 
with congratulations and best wishes 
for a long lease of life to enjoy the 
comforts that lie knows how to get 
out of a fee of Jf25O,O00. 

Heretofore it has been customary 
for the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Comptroller, and the Treasurer, each 
to select a representative to snperin 
tend the counting of the National 
Hank Notes received at the Treasury 
for certification and cancellation. 
This committee lias devoted its whole 
time to such duly, but Secretary 
Manning has just Inaugurated a new 
system by which a list of employees 
of tho three offices is made up, and 
at short intervals a committee of 
three selected from the list to tils 
charge the duty of the heretofore 
standing committee. It ia'thought 
that the chango will not interfere 
much with the regular duties of any 
of the employees, and will produce 
better results in more ways than one. 
These notes, after being counted, are 
cut in two and afterwards put into a 
macerator and there treated until re- 
duced to a fine pulp. The pulp is af 
terwards sold and used largely in the 
manufacture of paper, but a good 
portion of it is molded into articles 
of various designs which are pur 
chased as ornaments. At all the 
news stands in the Capitol and at 
many of the stores throughout the 
city can be bought busts of public 
men— Senators, lleprcsentatives and 
others— made out of greenbacks 
which have been ground into pulp. 

The Agricultural Ilureau, under 
its present management, is making 
very extensive experiments in man 
iifacture of sugar from sorghum caue, 
and also lis manufacture from sugar 
cane by the "diffusion" process. The 
former Commissioner, Dr. Loring, 
discouraged all such experiments, 
but the present Commissioner, Cole- 
man, believes that the yield of sugar 
from thecauo can bo very greatly 
increased, and to demonstrate the 
fact is having experiments made in 
various places. The report from Prof. 
Wiley on experiments made at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, with Louisiana cane, 
shows that by (lie "diffusion" process 
the yield was ISM pounds per ton of 
"llr»t" sugar of a very fine quality, 
Al this rata we can dispense of sugar 
from Cuba.

POULTRY POINTS. 

I Uurnl Home J 
Nothing on a farm brings more 
pleasure than the poultry when well 
cared for. Two many look upon 
poultry raising as a lottery ; they say 
it's all in luck. No, it is in manage- 
ment. Even the dread roup has no 
more terrors for those who can erad- 
icate tills vile disease that causes such 
distressing annoyance, and it is easi- 
ly cured when one has tho proper 
remedies. «. 

The number o( chickens used in 
some families during the year is quite 
large. Our chicken pot-pie is now 
considered a national dish, and truly 
it deserves to be so. Either boiled, 
roasted or stewed up in any style, 
chickens are toothsome and handy, 
while the one year old fowls make a 
good pot-pie. Some prefer a fowl ol 
that age to ft young chicken, as the 
dealt is tinner on the bones, and is of 
a rich, full llavur. 

The inhabitants of cities and towns 
enjoy but seldom the luxury of eating 
strictly fiesli eggs. And yet they 
may, with but little expense and care, 
have a supply from their own yards, 
unless in llio more densely populated 
cities, where the law forbids the keep- 
ing of poultry. A very small spot of 
ground will suffice lor the run of halt 

a dozen pullets. These may be of any 
variety the person may fancy, for al- 
most any breed of hens will lay well 
if properly red. 

Within a dozen years our ducks 
and turkeys have beon increased in 
size very largely. Where, formerly, 
we had tho yearling ducks in our 
markets that drew eight pounds to 
the pair, fattened, we now find them 
commonly weighing twelve pounds 
or more per couple at Christmas or 
Now Year's. And our turkeys of to- 
day exceed those bred fifteen years 
ago by more than half, upon the av- 
erage—especially Where the bronze 
gobblers have been introduced among 
the common domestic turkey hens. 

Cure should at the same lime bo 
had that proper ventilation is enjoy- 
ed within the houses. Chicks or 
fowll do better with plenty of Irish 
air, even if It be cold. Hut they do 
not like sharp changes in tho atmos- 
phere, and the bad influence of these 
changes must at all times be avoided, 
as much as is possible.

GAPES IN FOWLS. 

Following the able and well illus- 
trated article which appeared In last 
year's report of the Department of 
Agriculture on this subject has re- 
cently appeared an article in tho Bul- 
letin of the Buffalo Academy of 
Sciences by Mr. M. D. Walker. Ac- 
cording to evidence previously shown, 
gapes is now generally admitted to 
be produced by a parasitic worm 
which infests tho trachea of fowls. 
The mature worms and their eggs arc 
coughed out of Hie throat ot infested 
birds and healthy fowls pick them 
up along with food, or witli water in 
which the eggs may have hatched. 
Heretofore no one appears to »have 
found anything in which the eggs 
havo developed into more advanced 
stages, but Mr. Walker details many 
experiments which he tried, some of 
Which lend to prove that the earth 
worm may be a prominent factor in 
the diffusion of this disease. The 
young of this worm have been found 
living in the earth worm at all sea 
sons of the year, and earth-worms 
from infested localities, when fed to 
chickens, almost invariably produce 
the -disease. Mr. Walker has also 
produced the same disease in robins. 
This subject needs much further 
study, and especially as we are iu 
need of iufalliblc remedies.
